Many Saintsmen go through their days at Saints taking for granted 
the Turtle Shoppe and the work Fr. Griswald does. It is not even 


considered that the Turtle Shoppe was at one time different. 


Fr. Griswald has been running the Turtle Shoppe since 1964. It has 
only been in its present location since Fr. Wasko’s second year as 
principal, when he moved it from where the office supplies room is 
now. In addition, books have only been sold since Fr. Griswald took 
over. The Turtle Shoppe received its name because students used to 
call Fr. Griswald “the turtle.” This year, he had four student assis-

Consortium Fading? 


Consortium is a system designed to complement the educa- 
tional facilities of O.L.P. and Saints. It is similar to a stu- 
dent excnange program. Certain students spend their first 
block on the opposite campus, to take classes which may 
be unavailable regularly. 


Some of the classes offered at O.L.P. are: Contemporary 
Moral Problems, Advanced Foreign Languages, Anatomy 
and Physiology. At Saints: Physics, Relating, Mythology. 
and Humor and Satire. 


The consortium system was conceived a few years ago after 
a professional study was done on how three Catholic High 
School campuses could save money. The study suggested 
that Saints, O.L.P., and Rosary (now closed), consolidate 
some of their facilities. This study was sought by the 
schools because of the declining Catholic school enroll- 
ment. 


Since that time, other benefits were discovered from the 


consortium program. Saints and O.L.P. educators have 


seen the value of the female and male point-of-view, espe- 


cially in the English and Religion classes. 


Even though 83% of Saints Seniors are presently taking 
consortium classes, and 94% are in favor of the program, it 
appears that consortium between Saints and O.L.P. is fol- 
lowing the same path as the seven block schedule, Saints
